An adjourned meeting of the stock-
holders of the James River and Konawha
Company was held yesterdsy in the con-

ny's office 1n this city—Mr. Thomas W

eCance in the chair, Colonel William P,
Munford scerefaiy.

Major Johnston, president of the James
River and Kanawha Company, sald that he
bad been engaged since Wedaesday work-
ing day and night vigorously in the eflort
to get the watter of the contract with ke
Richmond and Alleghany Rallroad Company
closed up. He had been informed by the
Rigbmond and Alleghany Railroad Compa-
ny that they were now ready t& go on; that
they bad deposiied, or had sent up to the
Board of Public Works to ascertain where
the Doard of Public Works would have the
company deposit, the £500,000 required by
the act of Assembly to be made by tle com-
pany; that théy were ready also to pay to
the James River and Kanuwha Company the
£30,000, and to the Buchansn and Clifton
Forge railway the 24,000 required by the
contract; and that notice of this fact would
presently be fornished in writing.

CONGRATULATIONS, s

Major Johnston congratolated the stock-
holders on this consummation so devoutly
desired, and upon the probability of the early
construction of a railroad up the James-
River Valler. He reviewed the action of
the stockbolders and the efforts in the past
few months laoking to the construction of
this rond, He wa« glad to say to the stock- |
holders that the Richmond aud Alleghany
Railroad Company buve now given full evi-
dence of their faith and ability to build the
road, nnd be believed that the con-truetion
of the road would be the begioning of &
péw era in Virginia, from which all would |
be more or less benetited.
